have seen.” 
"Someone took a meat cleaver 
and struck both of them along the 
side of the head and the face,” he 
said.

Assembly Adopts New Resolution on 
Suppression in Hungary by 60-10 Vote 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (UR) 
— The United Nations G eneral As­ 
sembly by a 60-10 vote, with IO 
abstentions, early today adopted a 
new resolution condem ning Rus­ 
sia’s brutal suppression 
of last 
y ea r’s Hungarian freedom revolt. 
The resolution, sponsored by the 
United States and 36 o th er coun­ 
tries, also named its retirin g as­ 
sembly 
president, 
P rince 
Wan 
Waithayakon of Thailand, to seek 
Soviet and Hungarian compliance 
with previous resolutions. 
They 
dem anded Russia get 
its troops 
out of Hungary and perm it free 
elections. 
The vote was hailed as a re­ 
sounding victory for the West, con 
fronted with stern Com munist op­ 
position and an attem pt by Asian 


“neutralists” to water down the 
resolution. 
Tops Original

original condemnation of Russia’s 
Hungarian action, voted last Dec. 
12. Then the tally was 55-8 with 
13 abstentions. 
In to d ay s vote, only the nine 
nation Soviet bloc and Yugoslavia 
opposed the resolution. Nine m em­ 
bers of the Afro-Asian groups and 
Finland abstained. 
South Africa 
was absent. 
The Afro-Asian abstainers were 
Afghanistan, Ceylon, Egypt, India,

Faubus and the President were 
both smiling and in a handshaking 
mood as the conference concluded 
in the Navy Communications Build­ 
ing here. 


“The President and I had a very 
friendly and very constructive con­ 
ference,” the governor said. 
The President said to Faubus, 
“Good luck, and I hope this all 
works out.” 


Rep. Brooks Hays (D-Ark.), who 
originally proposed the Eisenhow- 
er-Faubus conference, declined to 
discuss the conference in detail. 
I Started Talk Alone 
“ I think you will be pleased by 
our statem ent,” he told a reporter 
as he boarded the helicopter to 
return to Providence. 
Eisenhower and Faubus, who has 
been reported ready to go to jail 
if his face-to-face meeting with the 
President fails to produce a satis­ 
factory solution, began their talks 
alone. 
But advisers for each side were 
on hand, ready to be called in as 
the talk progressed. 
They were Atty. Gen. Herbert 
Brownell Jr., Presidential Assistant 
Sherman Adams and special coun­ 
sel Gerald D. Morgan for the Pres­ 
ident and Rep. Brooks Hays (D- 
Ark.) and Faubus’ executive secre­ 
tary, Arnold Sykes, for the gover­ 
nor. 
Faubus, accompanied by Hays, 
landed by helicopter on the broad 
green lawn of the Newport Naval 
Base at 7:44 a. rn. c.d.t. 
Adams 
and \\ hite House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty welcomed the 
smiling and apparently jovial Ar­ 
kansas leader.

Faubus and Adams walked im-

As the great Apostle 
Paul said: Woe is me, if I preach 
not the gospel of Christ.”

Ezekiel 
tells the exact 
year, month and day on which he 
was called into special service by 
God. 
This 
is 
not 
uncommon. 
Many ministers today can do the 
same. 
There is no doubt but that Ezek­ 
iel had been impressed on other 
occasions. 
He had 
been 
very 
conscious of the presence of God. 
However, on this occasion, Ezek­ 
iel says: “ I saw' visions.” 
He had 
a definite experience with God, a 
definite call from God, to become 
a servant. 
God does not visit men today in 
visions. 
We have the Hojy Spirit 
to come and reveal God’s will to­ 
day. 
In the third verse we read: 
“The word of the Lord came ex­ 
pressly unto Ezekiel.” 
God spoke 
to His servant. 
He speaks to His 
servants today through the Holy 
Spirt, who is always present.

his heart. 
If it is promoted with­ 
out God’s help, failure is almost 
certain. 


In verse three we read: “I will 
send thee.” 
A pastor will never 
do his most effective work unless 
he be sent by God. 
God not only 
calls men into the ministry. He, 
also sends 
them 
to the 
places 
where He would have them serve. 
It is a wondrful feeling for a pas­ 
tor to know, without doubt, that he 
is serving WHERE 
God 
wants 
him.
